Hundred, of the 15th Nivofe, 6th year, (4th Fan. 
1798 ) 

Citizen Reprefentatives, 

To day, the isth Nivofe, and at the very hour at 
which the Executive Directory addreffes this meilage 
to you, the municipal adminiftrators, the jultices of 
the peace, the commiffuries of the Diretory, and the 
fupervifors of the cultoms, are proceeding, in all the 
chief places of the departments, and in all the pria- 
cipal communes of the republic, to feize the Englith 
merchandife now in France, or iutroduced upon its 
territory im contravention of the law of the 1oth Bru- 
maire, 5th year, Oct. 31, ‘96. ‘ 

Such is the frit aét by which. when peace is given 
to (+ continent, the war declared a long time fince 
ageut fngland ts about to affume its genuine charac- 
ter he French will not fuffer a power who itrives 
to found its profperity upon the misfor-unes of other 
nations, to raife its commerce upon the ruin of that 
of other people, and which afpiring to the domination 
ofthe feas, wifhes to introduce every where articles of 
its own manufacture and to réceive nothing trom fo 
reign indu‘try—any longer to enjoy the fru:t of its cul 
pable {peculations 

The inglith government has kept in pay, during the 
war, the coalefced forces, with the produce ot her 
manufactories. It has violated all the principles of the 
law of nations in order to fhackle the relations of neutr. 
powers ; it has caufed to be fezied the provifions grain, 
and commodities, which it fuppofed to be deftined for 
France: it has declared contraband every thing which 
it thought ufetul to the republic : it defired to itarve it 
All the citizens demand vengeance upon it.

reputed contraband, for tuiscau/e alone, that they 
come from England or her poficfh ons. 

Tt would be ufefulto declare at the fame time.

England. 

F he Executive Direétory, requefts you, citizens 
reprefentatives, to adopi thefe me:fures.
